the European war is in the air in Washington. This is the 

most striking change to be noted by anyone who returns here 
after four weeks’ absence. It is the more remarkable 
because of the absence of the President from the capital 
of the gravely unsatisfactory character of the latest German note. Yet 
one not only meets at every hand evidences of a desire that some way 
be found to mediate, but a belief that the right time is at hand, and 
that if some way is not found by the United States and its government, 
the opportunity will slip away and be utilized by some one else. In- 
stead, there is plenty of evidence that the Pope is moving in this direc- 
tion, and there is a report that a powerful church dignitary in a Scan- 
dinavian country, who has great influence in Germany, is likewise pre- 
paring to move. Of course; the feeling here is based upon reports 
brought from Europe by Jane Addams and other returning travelers, 
three of whom were at the White House offices on a single day recently, 
as to the readiness of the European nations to entertain proposals of a 
definite character. Miss Addams stated, it will be remembered, that no 
country desired to be asked if it wished ‘mediation, but that all the 
foreign Ministers that she saw were ready to consider proposals.

butt ends of the guards’ rifies. As she 
took no heed of this, she was struck 
across both legs with a rifie and was 
injured. We witnessed most pitiable 
scenes. A child, 9 years, was so fright- 
ened that it refused to follow the 
others, and clung with both hands 
to the railings at the exit; a garde 
civique hit it with his saber and cut 
its left hand off.

PDAN TO REBUILD DAM. 


Water Conservation Association to 

Divert Flow of Santa Ana River at 

East Highlands. 

[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

EAST HIGHLANDS, July 15.—The 
Water Conservation Association, com- 


posed of representatives from Or- 
ange. Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties, will rebuild the dam across 


the canyon here, for the diversion of 
the flood waters. Work will be begun 
at once and a levy of $1000 will be 
made to do the work. 

A temporary dam was built last 
year to determine whether the storm 
waters could be diverted and con- 
served for use later in irrigation over 
the three counties. The directors of 
the association believe that a more 
substantial dam will accomplish the 
purpose. 

A boom of boulders will first be 
built and this connected by eyebolts 
with heavy boulders now in the bed 
of the river. Above this a boulder 
dam will be built, held in place by 
a bag made of chains. Below the 
boulder boom will be an apron of 
boulders or heavy timbers to break 
the fall of water to prevent under- 
mining.

“I SHOULD NOT 
BE IN OFFICE.” 


Staggering Admission by W. 
J. Bryan, Perennial. 


Too Hampered; I Could not 
Talk Enough There.” 


Commoner Makes Speeches 
With Much Gusto. 


— — 


Free from the restraints of the dig- 

nified office of Secretary of State, Wil- 
Ham Jennings Bryan in two speeches 
yesterday in this city. was thoroughly 
himself, an orator rejoicing in the 
strength of his voice and intoxicated 
with the unfermented julce of Demo- 
cratic approval. He finished an ad- 
dress before 400 at the Ad Club at 
2 o'clock p.m., and in thirty minutes 
he was talking to a large crowd on 
the lawn at Exposition Park. 

In his address before the Ad Club, 
which was held in the dining-room 
of the Los Angeles Athletic Club, Mr. 
Bryan was intimate and personal, re- 
ferring to his withdrawal from the 
Cabinet, his unstrained relations with 


ture tour which he expects to last for 
twenty years. At the park he swung 
out with the full sweep of his oratory 
in an address of “The Causeless War.” 
His vocal organs were in perfect 
working order yesterday. The great 
noice of the Bryan voice pervaded the 
Park and its environs. It was mar- 
velous the way the sound “carried.” 
Standing in the sun on the platform 
of the bandstand with a soft cap cov- 
ering his unthatched head, the “Ora- 
tor of the Platte” addressed his re- 
marks to the neighborhood. People 
sat in motor cars half a block away. 
in the windows of various buildings 
in the vicinity, in the shade of trees 
on the lawn and around behind the 
nd and heard him easily. 
BEST OUT OF OFFICE. 


In his address before the Ad Club 
Mr. Bryan stated confidentially that 
it was his belief he could best serve 
his country out of office. He spoke 
of the restraints of office, of the many 
times when he was in the Cabinet 
— he wanted to talk, but could 
no 

In both addresses Mr. Bryan re- 
ferred to the “jingo” newspapers in 
America, which, he declares, are bent 
on stirring up war. These same jour- 
nals, he averred, misunderstand him 
and misrepresent him. 

“When I preach a sermon I am 
accused of talking politics,” Mr. Bryan 
said in his first discourse. “When I 


F. talk politics I am accused of preach- 


ing a sermon. I can't reconcile the 
two except by thinking that there is 
no difference between a good Demo- 
cratic speech and a sermon.” 

Jack Wuson, to whom credit is due 
for obtaining the services of Mr. 
Bryan, presided at the Ad Club meet- 
ing. The gathering was hastily ar- 
ranged in two days, but in point of 
attendance and in the interest shown 
in the programme it was one of the 
most successful functions of the club. 
La Crescenta grape juice was the only 
beverage served to the guest of honor. 

Mrs. Bryan was the guest of honor 
at a luncheon given at the same time 
and place as the Ad Club affair. Forty 
women were present. 

“I feel that you are my fellow- 
craftsamen,”’ Mr. Bryan said to the Ad 
Club men. “For some time I have 
been in the advertising business. And 
you know that I run a paper. My 
enemies said that it would not last a 
year when I started it, but it has en- 
dured fourteen years. 

“T am interested in advertising, and 
I think that I appreciate the value of 
the newspapers. I am interested; in 
getting facts before the public, and I 
must take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities offered by the newspapers. 

“T have concluded that I can best 
serve my country as a private citizen. 
The jingo papers of the country have 
been trying to lash us inte war. When 
I was in the Cabinet I was powerless 
to do anything to offset their influ- 
ence. Now I am free to talk and to 
act, and I expect to be at it for at 
least twenty years yet. I feel that it 
is my duty to help crvstallize the sen- 
timent in favor of peace. 

“When I left the Cabinet the im- 
pression seemed to prevail in some 
quarters that the President and I 
parted as enemies. I have announced 
that this is not so, and the President 
has said the same thing. Those who 
persist in an opposite view do us both 
wrong. 

“The purposes of the President and 
myself are the same. We. simply 
differ in methods. It is not unusual 
tor two men to have the same goal 
in view, but differ in the methods of 
reaching it. My friendship with the 
President has not been strained in the 
least. I think that I am performing 
a valuable service for him as a private 
citizen, and I am convinced that he

appreciates it. For one thing I have 
helped him to learn that the people 
of the country do not want war. 
“The,public has shown that it is 
op to this nation wallowing in 
the mire of blood a the European 
nations are now doing. In Europe 
there were machines for war, but no 
machines for peace. In this country 
we want to build up a machine to 
promote peace.” 

AT EXPOSITION PARK. 


On the way to the park from the 
Athletic Club Mr. Bryan went to the 
Clark Hotel and registered and left 
his baggage. His familiar figure in 
the hotel lobby attracted a crowd, 
which followed him to his motor car 
at the curb. Accompanied by Mayor 
Sebastian and Jack Wilson, Mr. Bryan 
was hurried to Exposition Park. 
“The present European war is with- 
out a parallel.“ Mr. Bryan declared 
in his address at the park. “The con- 
flict is costing $400,000,000 a week. 
In this conflict the god of war is not 
satisfied with the dominion of the 
land, but he also claims the air and 
the sea. 
“From air crafts thunderbolts are 
hurled on defenseless women and 
children. Torpedoes rise like demons 
from the deep and drag down thou- 
sands to watery graves. Never before 
have there been so many mothers 
mourning. Never before have so many 
babies been born fatherless. And yet 
there are Americans who believe that 
this country should: be into 
this war. 
“Let us consider why this war came 
about. It is not a race war, because 
Frank and Slav, Saxon and Latin are 
fighting together, and the Teuton and 
the Turk are on the same side of the 
fray. It is not a religious war, be- 
cause adherents of the Roman Cath- 
olic, Greek Catholic and Protestants 
are in the same ranks. It ig not a 
family war either. 

what brought about this 
war? I will tell you. It was the ad- 
herence to the principle that might 
makes right. This war that is cost- 
ing millions in money and soldiers is 
without a just cause.”

“PROBABLY JUSTIFIABLE.” 


Is the Report of the Coroner’s Jury 
in Case of Officer Who Shot Crazed 
Negro Woman. 

Two negroes and four white men 
sitting as a Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict that the shooting of the crazed 
negro woman, Mrs. Anna McConnelly, 
at No. 744 Banning street, Wednesday, 
by Patrolman C. P. Stevens was prob- 
ably justifiable.” Eight witnesses, 
three of whom were negroes, testified 
at the inquest. All admitted.Mrs. Me- 
Connelly had been irresponsible for 
several weeks, having had serious 
mental troubles that developed into 
violent tantrums at times.

1903, he filed a petition to enter the 
land involved in the local Land Of- 
fice; that it was not mineral in char- 
acter, but subject to entry under the 
public land laws of the United States;

“PROBABLY JUSTIFIABLE.” 


Is the Report of the Coroner’s Jury 
in Case of Officer Who Shot Crazed 
Negro Woman. 

Two negroes and four white men 
sitting as a Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict that the shooting of the crazed 
negro woman, Mrs. Anna McConnelly, 
at No, 744 Banning street, Wednesday, 
by Patrolman C. P. Stevens was “prob- 
ably justifiable.” Eight witnesses, 
three of whom were negroes, testified 
at the inquest. All admitted»Mrs. Me- 
Connelly had been irresponsible for 
several weeks, having had serious 
mental troubles that developed into 
violent tantrums at times. 

The jury was in conference thirty 
minutes before the verdict was re- 
turned. The autopsy surgeon reported 
the policeman’s bullet had passed en- 
tirely through the heart of the vic- 
tim. At the time of the shooting, Mrs. 
McConnelly was menacing Policeman 
Stevens with a revolver, and she 
threatened repeatedly to kill him, ad- 
vancing on him after he had ordered 
her’ to stop.

It is 
further set out that in September, 
1903, the land was withdrawn from 
public entry by the Secretary of the 
Interior under the provisions of a 
reclamation project, but that it was 
restored to entry in April, 1910. Bow- 
en asserts that about that time Seth 
Hickey filed on the land, but that he 
(Bowen) was unable to complete his 
proof on account of the overflowing 
of the Colorado River; he alleges that 
he did not abandon it, but that under 
the circumstances it was impossible 
for him to make his necessary proof,

EL CENTRO, July 16.—Public 


tribute was pajd to the memory of 
Sheriff Mobley Meadows, who died 


Tuesday night of acute peritonitis, at 


an impressive service in an out-of- 


door chapel here today. Men and 
women from every part of the coun- 


try swelled the number of mourners 


to more than 1000, the largest funeral 
service in the valley’s history. 

The eulogy of the gaunt and kindly 
frontiersman, who was the county’s 
first and only Sheriff, was paid by 
Judge Franklin J. Cole. The Masons 
had the service in charge, Worship- 
ful Master Phil D. Swing presiding. 

Business was at a standstill for 
three hours in El Centro this after- 
noon. The Board of Trustees, County 
Supervidors and board of the Impe- 
rial irrigtion district each adopted 
memorials at special meetings this 
morning. 

C. N. Perry, County Surveyor and 
engineer for the Sociedad, was today 
engaged by the Imperial irrigation 
district to make an inspection of the 
Alamo River, the main supply canal 
from the Colorado River. There was 
some apprehension regarding the 
summer water supply, due to a con- 
troversy between Receiver Holabird 
and mutual water companies, during 
which necessary dredging in Mexico 
is held up, but this is likely to be set- 
tled amicably soon.
